Judgment was 
awarded for general damages of $3,000 
and special damages of $2,182. 

Mr. Justice Ives, in passing judg- 
ment upon the case, said he had no 
doubt but that all witnesses heard 
were perfectly honest in their  at- 
tempt to recall what had actually hap- 
pened at the time the accident hap- 
pened, and that he fully appreciated 
their difficulties.

OVER 400 DEATHS 
; DURING HOT SPELL 


New York, June 8—The backbone 
of the heat wave, which lasted from 
six to eight days in the eastern states 
was broken early today in practically 
all sections, 

After claiming 149 lives yesterday, 
71 in Philadelphia alone, and more 
than 400 during the spell in the east, 
the torrid weather gave way in front 
of a brisk northwest wind. Begin- 
ning on the New England coast, tem- 
peratures catapulted as much as 40 
degrees in five hours. The chilly 
breezes swept over New York shortly 
before midnight, continuing over 
New Jersey and part of Pennsylvania. 

The final days of the torrid wave 
was the worst in point of fatalities. 
Millions flocked to the beaches. In 
addition to the heat fatalities about 
40 lives were lost by drowning. 


W. G. JGHNSTON 
PASSED AWAY 


Medicine Hat, June 8.—W. G. John- 
ston, Medicine Hat’s labor member in 
the Alberta legislature, died at his 
home here Saturday night, after two 
months’ illness. Just at the close of 
the last session, he had to leave the 
legislature on account of acute car- 
diac complications and was never 
again able to leave his residence. He 
was a native of Scotland, coming here 
with his parents some 30 years ago 
and entering the employ of the C.P.R, 
as a’ passenger engineer. 


$5,450,000 GIVEN HOME 
BANK DEPOSITORS 


Ottawa, June §&—By a vote of 100 
to 20, the house of commons today 
adopted a resolution providing $5,450,- 
000 for relief to Home Bank deposi- 
tors and subsequently gave first 
reading to the Dill. 

Discussion practically monopolized 
the day and was productive of some 
sharp encounters, In particular, there | 
was the reading by Premier King, of 
a letter from Senator Robertson to 
W. T. J. Lee, chairman of the Home 
Bank Depositors’ Relief Association, 
The letter was dated February 27 of 
the present year, and, at the time, 
Premier King stated, Senator Robert- 
son was acting Conservative leader in 
the Senate, Premier King said that 
in the letter Senator Robertson inti- 
mated that if the government pro- 
ceeded by way of a bill, the bill would 
be defeated in the senate. 

“What right,” Premier King sharply 
queried, “had Senator Robertson to 
say what action the senate was going 
to take on a public matter? Having 
regard to a threat such as that, the 
government had no alternative, even 
had it wished to take any other course 
than to proceed in the manner in 
which it has proceeded at the present 
time.” 

This interpretation of Senator Rob- 
ertson’s letter was warmly contested 
by Mr. Meighen, Conservative leader, 
The letter, Mr. Meighen declared, did 
not contain a word nor a syllable of 
any such assertion of authority by 
Senator Robertson. 

During discussion, Hon. T .A. Crer- 
ar, a former western director of the 
Home Bank, observed that he wished 
lo dissociate himself entirely from 
any criticism of Sir Thomas White, 
Mr. Crerar thought that if vigorous 
management had taken hold of the 
bank at the time the tremendous 
loss and failure that occurred would 
not have taken place,

NORSE CENTENNIAL 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 8—At an 
early hour this morning the formal 
opening in connection with the cele- 
bration of the Norse American Cen- 
tennial took place at the Minnesota 
state fair grounds, situated midway 
between the twin cities of Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul. Hundreds of 
thousands of people from all parts of 
the United States and Canada, inost 
of them either Norse by birth or an- 
cestry crowded into the fair grounds 
and took part until nearly midnight. 
It is estimated that there are fully 
8,000 Canadians taking part in the 
celebration, They have been coming 
from different parts of Canada for 
the past few days by train and motor 
car. 

On Saturday morning a special train 
load arrived from Winnipeg. The 
official representatives of Canada, J. 


Villardson, Norwegian consul general | 


in Canada, J. Bruce Walker, of the 
dominion government, and Dr. J. W. 
Brandson, of Winnipeg, Hon. J. 
Bracken, premier of Manitoba, and 
Lieutenant Colonel Webb, mayor of 
Winnipeg, arrived today. 

Evidences that Canada is taking 
part in the centennial is shown by 
the Canadian flags flying with those 
of the United States and Norway 
from the top of the grandstand and 
the building in which the Canadian 
government has an attractive exhibit. 

In spite of the number of counter 
attractions on the grounds, all the 
buildings where the religious services 
were held, were filled to overflowing. 

The centennial is being held to cele- 
brate the arrival on the North Amer: 
ican continent of the first organized 
party of Norse settlers who came on 
the sloop ‘‘Restaurationen” in July, 
1825, but it is interesting to note that 
history discloses that the first Norse 
colonizer and explorer, L. Ericcson, 
landed on the shores of Canada, at 
what is now Cape Breton, Nova Scotia, 
in 1001 A.D., 824 years before the ar- 
rival of the “Restaurationen” with its 
party of rugged pioneers. ‘This inci- 
dent is depicted in a scene shown in 
grains and grasses at the Canadian 
government exhibit, which yesterday 
was visited by thousands.

sent the following interesting des- 
atch covering the caravan trip of 
he Canadian and American tourists, 
and the death of their host, Enani 
Khattab (right.) 

“Thirty-two of us left Cairo by 
river steamer, debarking sixteen 
miles up the Nile at Bedrashen, 
whence we journeyed by camel, don- 
key and sand-cart through Old Mem- 
phis and its necropolis akkara, an- 
other sixteen miles out on the Ly- 
bian-dosert, There a Bedouin cam 
was pitched. We ate Bedouin food, 
listened to Bedouin music and watch- 
ed Bedouin dancers far into the 
night. We did not reach camp until 
8 o'clock the last two hours’ riding 
having been made in the light of the 
moon. At midnight the moon was 
at eclipse. Our host, Enani Khat- 
tab, undoubtedly the most popular 
and probably the most wealthy of the 
Bedouin shelks of Egypt, had been 
laughing, dancing and conversing 
with the rest of us. At one he went 
to his village, Mena, at the base of 
the Pyramids, to rest prior to return- 
ing with us to Cairo the next morn-

ing. He was conversing with his 
young daughter when he was seized 


with an attack of the heart and died

His son Nasr, 24, popular and 
handsome dragoman, who had guided 
us from Cairo to the camp, succeeds 
him as sheik of the Mena Village, 
with about 6,000 inhabitants.

ALLEGED COMBINE 
CAUSES AM AMENDMENT |, 


Ottawa, June "3.—The investigation 
by Commissioner Lewis Duncan into 
the alleged fruit combine in western 
Canada has resulted in a_ clause 
amending the Criminal Code which 
passed the committee stage in the 
house tonight. 

The amending clause provides that 
directors of officers making false or 
deceptive returns shall be subject to 
imprisonment of three years or a fine 
of not more than $4,000 and not less 
than $500. 

Hon, Ernest Lapointe, minister of 
justice, explained that “companies 
acting as brokers for growers of fruit 
or other commodities sell these at 
certain .prices, furnish invoices for 
smaller amounts and pocket the dif- 
ference.”
